THE COWAKD AT WORK IN CHINA. 


Europe is in trouble over resistance 


it ia meeting in China to ita pcbejies 
of partition of the old empire. T&ere 
seems to bo more life in the old body 
than was anticipated by the powirs, 
Tbe agreement to divide and the par 
ties who should be benefited by tbe 
division was a matter which seems to 
have been arranged without any special 
friction; but the agreement to divide 
aud tbo fact of division seem to be j 
very different in results, It required 
little effort to bring tho question to 
the point required to famish an ex- 
case for a division, bat the real wr»-k 
of apportionment is meeting at the 
beginning with more resistance than 
was anticipated by the bandits. 


When Christendom has said the earth 


shall be divided among us and we will 
role in our way, there will be more 
opposition to the arrangement than 
advanced civilization has estimated, 
if tbe action of China is not deceiving 
to tho'je who look upon the course 
pursued by the nations in the light of 
history and facts present. Five hun- 
dred millions of people 
who have 


failed to keep abreast of tbe times may 
cot for that cause be disposed of with- 
out an effort by their deepoilers. 


However effete China may be as 


understood by the bearded race, pos- 
sessed as they are with power and 
energy in means of war, there is and 
will continue to be for many years in 
the future a latent force that tbe ua- 
tious have not'taken into considera- 
tion sufficiently ia calculations made 
when division was agreed upon. The 
nations were engaged more particu- 
larly in calculations upon their par- 
ticular riRbta to the epoils than upon 
means necessary to tbe accomplish- 
ment of the end agreed on, which ia 
becoming known by surprise expressed 
at tbe beginning of the work necessary 
to appropriation. 


The nations are right in maintaining 


the requirements of an advanced civil- 
ization to protect the person and give 
freedom of action in the empire to 
those who enter it for the purpose of 
commerce, ar to declare their convic- 
tions in matters of conscience. These 
rights belong to tho person of each 
individual as freedom is understood 
in nature! law and {act; but the quos 
tion takes another form nhen it is 
proposed to maintain these personal 
rights by destroying the empire to 
satiate the ruling ambition of the ago 
among1 commercial nations, which la 
to extend their dominion over the 
earth and mankind, to acquire money 
and the means to get it. 


Tbe lovo of money is the moving 


cause for th<* partition of the empire, 
and not tbe love of God. The livery 
of heaven is used in tho service of 
Mammon, which has been its method 
from the beginning, and it has suc- 
ceeded in a very plausible way in 
fooling the generations of men who 
have lived and died in '.ho pathway ol 
tbe ages. 


A partition of the empire is a part ol 


the work that tho raoney power baa 
taken in hand (o rule theeaitb. It 
has become necessary to conquer and 
partition China to place the world on a 
gold bases, f he division will be a re- 
sult of the tyrant dollar wearing1 the 
gsrbe of religion. It ia the cowardly 
dollar backed by gans that will make 
partition of tho old dominion of China 
Its weakness has invited the coward to 
make the attack but it is being dis- 
covered that tbe usual cautiou of tbe 
coward has not been present when it 
was figuring profits from power, as the 
•weakoeSM estimated ia not present in 
so large a sense as was expected.

a question including an island bat it is 
u question of life or death to the em- 
pire that effects all Chinamen alike 
which will bring the united strength of 
China to a common canter for the de- 
fence of the graves of their fathero 
which is patriotism in China.
